J. Russell Straub, president of 
the School Board, in preliminary 
remarks, said the hoard was acute­ 
ly aware of its problem. He pointed 
out that the township was jamming 
into three years growth that nor­ 
mally would cover 80 years. 
He also said the board had re­ 
ceived unjust criticism from sever­ 
al quarters and he was emphatic 
that "This board will not have part 
of any evasion or deceit." 
Financial Picture 
Jack Bradbury, representative of 
a financial consultants advising 
the board, drew a financial picture 
which school construction involves. 
He said use of general obligation 
bonds is out of the question. Under 
an assessed valuation of $8,000,000 
the township Van borrow seven 
percent or some $569,000. However 
the School Board asked his firm 
to arrange means to finance $8,- 
000,000 worth of schools. 
This is being done through an 
authority plan through which the 
state reimburses th* authority al­ 
most 50 percent. 
Already the board has financed 
a million dollar school and has re­ 
cently completed the financing of 
a 2 and *>4 million dollar school. 
And last March the board asked its 
financial consultant for another 4 
million dollar financing plan.

A. W. Kennedy marks the village 
on his map of Backs County, 1831, 
Dunnville, lh honor of Dunken 
Williams, founder of Dunks Ferry. 
Again on the Morris map of Bucks 
County, 1850, the place is called 
Oakgrove. If all these names are 
to be taken seriously, Eddington as 
a name for the village must be of 
recent date, but Eddington is by 
no means a name new to the local­ 
ity. Richard Gibbs came from Wilt­ 
shire, England, to America In 1746 
and taught school in Bensalem. 
Here he met Lawrence Growden, 
who gave him a clerkship in his 
office at Trevose. He was sheriff of 
Bucks County in 1771-1772. In 1770 
he bought a large tract of land on 
the Bristol PUK*, which he called 
Eddington after a place of the same 
name in his native county in Eng­ 
land, where Alfred the Great de­ 
feated the Danes. The Eddington 
estate, from which the village takes 
its name, passed Into the hands of 
the Rodman family after Gibbs' 
death in 1798 and now is the site 
of 8 t Francis Industrial School for 
ar plumed Catholic boys, founded 


b y Mrs. Edward S. Morrell and 
opened July 19, 1888. 
Gibbs Inherited a fortune by the 
death of his brother In England, 
became an ardent friend of the 
Colonies In the 
Revolution 
and

unable to refund. He married Mar­ 
gery Harrison of New York in 1763 
and was the maternal grandfather 
of the late Judge John Fox, of 
Doylestown, Pa.

Increased Demand 
Brightens Outlook 
For U. S. Farmers 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 — (INS) 
—The outlook for America’s farm­ 
ers brightened today as the Agricul­ 
ture Department reported a sharp 
increase In livestock demand and 
grain exports. 
Livestock prices held relatively 
steady during the past week as re­ 
ceipts reached their highest point 
since wartime controls were lifted 
In October, 1946. 
Supplies of both grass and grain- 
fed cattle increased during the 
week. The movement of cattle from 
Western and Northwestern ranges 
was especially great, though mar­ 
ketings from Kansas and South­ 
western areas was only moderate. 
Cattle slaughter hit 402,000 head, 
compared with 313,000 head the pre­ 
ceding week and only 284,000 head 
in the corresponding period of 1952. 
Calf slaughter also rose nearly 
50,000 head during the week, and 
total meat production was the larg­ 
est since January. 
The department reported that de­
